It  Avas  on  motion  resolved  that  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  be 
tendered  to  the  managers  for  their  efficient  services  during  the 
past  year. 


The  meeting  was  then  addressed  on  “The  Relation  of  the 
Institute  to  the  Public”  by  Mr.  Roland  S.  Morris,  and  on  “The 
Development  of  the  City  Hospital”  by  Dr.  Haven  Emerson. 

It  was  announced  that  in  accordance  Avith  the  resolution 
passed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Hospital  held  Fifth  Month  5th,  1913,  the  folloAving  contribu- 
tors were  nominated  as  managers  and  treasurer  at  a meeting  of  the 
Board  held  Third  Month  30th,  1931.

An  Early  Benefactor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
Dr.  John  Fothergill,  of  London 


One  of  the  earliest  and  best  friends  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital was  the  distinguished  London  physician,  Dr.  John  Fothergill 
(1712-1780).  He  came  of  a family  of  Friends  who  were  deeply 
interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  Quakers  in  America,  his  father  and 
one  of  his  brothers  having  travelled  in  this  country  on  missions 
concerned  with  Quaker  affairs  in  the  Colonies. 

Fothergill  having  been  barred  by  the  Test  Act  from  getting 
his  degree  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  had  studied  at  Edinburgh, 
where  there  were  no  such  restrictions,  and  had  received  his  M.D. 
from  that  University  in  1736.  Settling  in  London  he  soon  acquired 
a very  large  practice.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  natural  sci- 
ences, especially  botany,  and  had  one  of  the  finest  botanical  gardens 
in  England  at  his  country  place  at  Upton,  where  he  sought  to  cul- 
tivate and  acclimatize  plants  from  various  other  countries,  particu- 
larly America.  In  pursuance  of  this  aim  Dr.  Fothergill  utilized 
the  services  of  Peter  Collinson,  the  distinguished  botanist.  Collin- 
son  was  a correspondent  of  John  Bartram,  our  Philadelphia  bot- 
anist, from  whom  he  used  to  receive  consignments  of  plants,  which 
lie  distributed  to  Fothergill  and  other  English  collectors.  Collinson 
also  acted  as  agent  for  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  purchase  of  books  in  England,  and  thus  was  in  correspondence 
with  Benjamin  Franklin. 

In  1745  Collinson  sent  over  to  the  Philadelphia  Library  an 
electric  appliance  and  an  account  of  some  experiments  which  had 
been  performed  with  it.  Franklin  was  much  interested  and  carried 
out  a series  of  experiments  of  which  he  wrote  an  account  to  Collin- 
son. The  latter  showed  Franklin’s  report  to  Fothergill,  who  was 
so  impressed  by  it  that  he  had  it  published.  This  led  to  a corre- 
spondence between  Fothergill  and  Franklin,  and  when  the  latter 
came  to  London  in  1757  and  they  met,  they  became  friends  at 
once,  and  throughout  the  many  years  which  Franklin  lived  in  Lon- 
don, they  lived  on  terms  of  the  closest  intimacy. 

About  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  many  young 
Philadelphians  rvent  abroad  to  study  medicine  after  serving  an 
apprenticeship  with  some  physician,  such  as  Dr.  John  Redman  or 
Dr.  William  Shippen,  Jr.,  in  their  native  town.  All  these  young 
fellows  naturally  sought  out  their  distinguished  fellow  townsmen, 
and  Franklin  in  turn  introduced  them  to  Fothergill,  who  was 
delighted  to  aid  them  in  getting  proper  facilities  to  pursue  their 
studies. 
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One  of  these  young  men,  William  Shippen,  Jr.,  got  his  degree 
at  Edinburgh  in  1761,  and  when  he  returned  to  Philadelphia  he 
brought  over  in  his  care  a generous  gift  from  Dr.  Fothergill  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  This  gift  consisted  of  a number  of  ana- 
tomical paintings  and  casts,  which  were  intended  for  use  in  teach- 
ing anatomy  and  midwifery.  The  paintings  in  crayon  had  been 
made  by  tbe  Dutch  artist,  Van  Rymsdyk,  who  worked  in  London 
and  was  one  of  the  most  famous  anatomical  painters  of  the  day. 
They  are  said  to  have  cost  Dr.  Fothergill  200  guineas. 

With  his  gift  Dr.  Fothergill  sent  a letter  to  the  managers  in 
which  he  said  that  young  Dr.  Shippen  when  in  London,  had  told 
him  of  his  desire  to  organize  courses  on  anatom)^  and  obstetrics, 
and  that  he  was  sending  these  preparations  that  they  might  be 
kept  at  the  hospital  and  utilized  by  Dr.  Shippen  or  any  other  suit- 
ably qualified  person  for  teaching.  The  gift  was  accepted  by  the 
managers  with  gratitude  and  for  many  years  was  much  used.  The 
pictures  and  casts  are  still  preserved  at  the  hospital. 

In  the  same  year,  1762,  Dr.  Fothergill  also  sent  to  the  man- 
agers of  the  hospital,  a book  entitled  “An  Experimental  History 
of  the  Materia  Medica”  by  William  Lewis,  F.R.S.,  which  he 
stated  was  “for  the  Benefitt  of  the  Young  Students  in  Physic  who 
may  attend  under  the  Direction  of  the  Physicians.”  This  book, 
still  on  the  library  shelves,  was  the  nucleus  of  the  great  collection 
subsequently  accumulated  in  the  hospital,  one  of  the  best  medical 
libraries  in  this  country  to  the  closing  years  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

The  courses  organized  by  Dr.  Shippen  were  held  in  the  rear 
of  his  father’s  house  on  Fourth  Street,  but  in  connection  with  them 
he  used  the  Fothergill  pictures  and  casts.  These  were  the  first 
successful  courses  on  anatomy  and  obstetrics  organized  in  this  coun- 
try, and  to  the  active  co-operation  of  Dr.  Fothergill  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  may  be  ascribed  much  of  their  success.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
To  the  Contributors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at 
the  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-First  Annual 
Meeting  held  May  2nd,  1932 


At  the  organization  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  fol- 
lowing the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors,  held  on  May  4th, 
1931,  Arthur  V.  Morton  was  unanimously  re-elected  president 
and  Lawrence  J.  Morris  was  unanimously  re-elected  secretary. 

The  Managers  present  for  the  information  of  the  Contribu- 
tors the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  of  the  Medical  Staff  at 
the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured;  of  the  Physician-in- 
Chief  of  the  Department  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases;  and 
of  the  Treasurer  for  the  Hospital.  These,  supplemented  by  the 
detailed  reports  and  statistics,  constitute  a complete  record  of  our 
work  for  the  past  year. 

While  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the  sources  of 
financial  assistance  given  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  the 
Managers  desire  to  record  their  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Welfare 
Federation  of  Philadelphia,  the  Commonwealth  Fund  of  New 
York,  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  many  indi- 
vidual friends  of  the  Hospital.  In  our  conferences  with  the  officials 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  we  have  been  granted  ample  oppor- 
tunities to  discuss  our  needs,  and  for  the  sum  appropriated  we  are 
indebted  to  Governor  Pinchot,  to  Dr.  Logan,  the  Budget  Officer, 
to  Senator  Salus,  and  to  the  Committees  of  the  Legislature  for 
their  patient  hearing  of  our  cause  and  for  their  generous  assistance. 

In  addition,  we  are  grateful  to  the  Rosenwald  Foundation  of 
Chicago  for  their  expert  advice  and  offer  of  help  in  the  work  of  the 
Institute. 

During  the  winter  of  1930-1931,  the  Lloyd  Unemployment 
Committee  assigned  men  for  work  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 
This  permitted  much-needed  maintenance  work  amounting  to 
$14,832  to  be  done,  for  which  the  Hospital  had  no  funds. 

In  February  of  this  year  the  Estate  of  Alexander  Derbyshire 
was  awarded  to  us  by  the  Orphans’  Court,  bringing  to  the  Hos- 
pital approximately  $3,000,000.  Many  of  the  steps  taken  by  the 
IManagers  in  these  past  years  were  based  on  the  knowledge  that 
this  fund  eventually  would  come  to  the  Hospital.  It  will  permit 
us  to  pay  off  accumulated  debts  and  is  an  important  step  toward 
the  balancing  of  our  budget.  To  Mr.  George  Wharton  Pepper, 
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Counsel  for  the  Hospital  in  this  case,  and  to  our  Manager,  Mr. 
Malcolm  Lloyd,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  our  Legal  Committee,  we  owe 
a debt  of  gratitude  and  thanks  for  the  successful  conclusion  of  their 
efforts. 

Owing  to  the  present  difficult  business  and  financial  condi- 
tions, the  Managers  have  instituted  a rigid  policy  of  economy  in 
all  departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  results  do  not  all  show  in 
our  current  work  because  of  the  many  unusual  demands  made  upon 
the  Hospital  at  the  present  time  and  which  cannot  be  denied. 


Because  of  the  growth  in  the  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital and  the  increasing  burdens  and  responsibilities  placed  upon 
the  Managers,  the  officers  were  authorized  to  take  necessary  steps 
for  the  formation  of  an  Advisory  Council,  this  council  not  to  be 
charged  with  any  specific  duties  but  to  be  available  for  counsel 
and  advice  and  to  assist  the  institution  in  the  furtherance  of  its 
charitable  endeavors.  The  following  gentlemen  are  members  of 
this  Council :

Owing  to  the  age  limits  of  the  Hospital,  Dr.  John  H.  Gibbon, 
President  of  the  Staff,  retired  from  active  duty  during  the  year. 
In  order  that  the  Managers  might  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of 
his  advice  and  services,  they  have  elected  him  Medical  Adviser  to 
the  Board,  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  that  such 
a position  has  been  created. 


Mr.  John  N.  Hatfield  has  completed  his  first  full  year  of 
service  as  Superintendent  of  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and 
Injured.  Mr.  Hatfield  assumed  his  duties  under  burdensome  con- 
ditions. He  has,  however,  by  his  able  administration  of  the  depart- 
ment, justified  the  judgment  of  the  Managers  in  selecting  him  for 
this  position. 

During  the  year  the  Managers  have  reviewed  again  the  future 
requirements  of  the  Hospital.  The  need  for  a Nurses’  Home  and 
School  and  certain  new  buildings  at  the  Department  for  the  Sick 
and  Injured  is  very  great. 


They  also  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Contributors 
the  increasing  value  of  the  research  work  which  is  being  accom- 
plished and  which  can  be  so  largely  extended  in  the  laboratories 
of  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured  and  of  the  Institute. 
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Special  gifts  and  endowment  funds  for  these  purposes  are  earn- 
estly asked  for. 

During  the  year  the  scope  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee has  been  enlarged.  The  members  of  this  committee  are  now 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  inspection  of  the  Hospital  and  their 
suggestions  and  advice  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  admin- 
istrative officers  of  the  institution.  For  this  the  Board  of  Managers 
are  very  grateful. 

They  also  wish  again  to  acknowledge  their  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  the  Women’s  Committee,  whose  members  since  1865 
have  been  ministering  to  the  comfort  and  needs  of  the  patients  in 
the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  also  for  the  services  rendered  by 
the  members  of  the  Junior  League. 

The  Managers  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles 
Wheeler,  who  served  as  a Manager  from  1917  to  1931,  and  wish 
to  express  their  appreciation  of  his  devotion  and  generosity  to  the 
Hospital. 

The  Managers  desire  to  again  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  loyalty  and  high  standards  of  service  of  the  staff,  officers  and 
employees.

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The  One  Hundred  Eighty-First  Annual  Report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Department 
for  Sick  and  Injured 


To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

Gentlemen  : 

Countless  opportunities  for  service  presented  themselves  this 
past  year  and  we  are  happy  to  state  that  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
at  no  time  was  remiss  in  its  duty.  With  the  same  spirit  of  devo- 
tion which  has  characterized  its  efforts  covering  one  hundred 
eighty-one  years,  it  provided  medical  care  to  all  who  applied. 

This  report  could  not  be  complete  without  referring  to  the 
financial  depression  and  its  effect  upon  the  hospitals  of  the  country. 
There  are  few  social,  educational,  commercial,  or  health  institu- 
tions which  have  not  felt  the  effect  of  the  world-wide  depression. 
It  is  very  real  and  terrifying  to  the  man  who  is  without  employ- 
ment, to  experience  sickness  and  suffering  in  his  household.  In 
such  situations  the  hospital,  more  than  any  institution  or  agency, 
through  welcoming  to  its  wards  the  sick  and  despondent,  where 
adequate  treatment  can  be  administered,  becomes  the  hope  and 
refuge  of  the  unfortunate. 

The  hospital  is  the  one  agency  to  which  the  sick  poor  can 
look  for  relief  and  which  never  forsakes  them.  Hospitals  every- 
where are  making  unusual  efforts  to  take  care  of  the  indigent  sick 
who  are  appealing  to  them  in  increasing  numbers.  The  demand 
for  hospital  service  for  the  unemployed  and  their  families  is  con- 
stantly mounting,  and  while  the  general  health  of  the  people  at 
large  is  now  much  better  than  we  expected  under  the  circum- 
stances, we  must  anticipate  the  results  of  inadequate  nourishment, 
lack  of  proper  housing  facilities,  and  mental  stress. 

Each  year  the  work  of  the  hospital  becomes  more  complex; 
its  scope  of  usefulness  broadens;  and  the  community  which  it  serves 
increases  its  demands.  We  must  answer  the  challenge  by  con- 
tinuing to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  all  those  who  apply  for 
medical  care,  and  by  maintaining  highest  standards.  We  are 
charged  with  a definite  responsibility  in  this  period  of  great  need 
and  we  dare  not  fail  those  who  look  to  us  for  assistance. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  hospital 
efficiently  and  economically;  we  have  endeavored  to  sustain  the 
spirit  and  ideals  of  the  institution ; and  it  has  been  our  purpose  to 
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establish  confidence  and  to  merit  the  respect  of  all  those  with  whom 
we  have  come  in  contact.  We  did  not  accomplish  all  that  we 
had  hoped  for,  but  w^e  did  everything  possible  to  maintain  the 
standards  of  the  hospital  under  the  adverse  circumstances  caused 
by  the  economic  situation.  While  the  fundamental  policies  remain 
unchanged,  several  operating  adjustments  were  effected,  the  results 
of  which  in  many  instances  will  not  be  realized  until  later.  In 
recording  the  outstanding  events  influencing  the  year’s  work  some 
of  the  more  important  accomplishments  will  be  listed.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  issue  an  abbre- 
viated hospital  report  this  year,  only  a brief  reference  can  be  made 
to  the  major  items  which  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  past  year. 

Ward  rates  were  increased  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  diem. 

Allowances  to  student  nurses  were  discontinued  as  of  Septem- 
ber 1,  1931,  and  an  annual  charge  of  $50.00  is  to  be  made  to  all 
students  entering  the  training  school,  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  cost  of  uniforms,  text  books,  etc. 

The  post-graduate  course  in  dietetics  was  re-established,  but 
on  the  basis  of  a one  year  training  instead  of  the  customary  nine 
months  provided  in  all  but  one  other  institution  offering  the  course. 

A three  months’  course  in  post-graduate  obstetrical  nursing 
was  instituted. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Children’s  Hospital  of 
Philadelphia  to  provide  a three  months’  period  of  pediatric  train- 
ing for  our  internes. 

A new  arrangement  with  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Nurses’ 
Alumnae  Association  was  consummated  on  a basis  which  provides 
for  an  increased  rate  of  pay  for  private  room  facilities  to  Alumnae 
members. 

A Food  Clinic,  to  operate  in  connection  with  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  specializing  in  the  treatment  of  all  diseases  in  which 
diet-therapy  is  a factor,  was  authorized  by  the  Board.  The  clinic 
opened  January  1,  1932,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Martha 
Alderman,  who  is  especially  fitted  for  the  work.  An  important 
function  of  the  clinic  will  be  the  co-ordination  of  the  in-  and  out- 
patient special  diet  instruction  with  special  reference  to  diabetes. 

The  Chief  Medical  Residency  was  re-established  and  Dr. 
James  R.  Gallagher  was  appointed. 

A residency  in  Radiology  was  instituted.  Dr.  Frank  D. 
Ursone  was  appointed  for  a period  of  one  year. 
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The  property  at  726  Spruce  Street,  owned  by  the  hospital 
and  for  several  years  unoccupied,  was  completely  renovated  to 
house  seventeen  nurses  and  3 maids.  On  the  first  floor  of  this 
house  are  also  located  the  nurses’  chemical  and  dietetic  laboratories. 

The  superintendent’s  home,  located  at  303  South  Eighth 
Street,  for  the  past  several  years  utilized  for  housing  nurses,  was 
refinished  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  superintendent’s  family. 

Six  private  rooms  on  wards  “B”  and  “C”  were  refurnished 
with  the  most  modern  hospital  equipment. 

Permanent  physical  changes  were  made  in  the  Eighth  Street 
gate  house,  greatly  enhancing  its  value,  both  in  appearance  and 
utility. 

The  property  at  805  Spruce  Street',  occupied  by  nurses,  was 
papered  and  painted  throughout. 

Three  boilers  in  the  power  plant  were  completely  retubed, 
considerably  increasing  their  efficiency. 

Two  new  autoclaves  and  a new  duplex  water  sterilizing  unit 
were  installed  in  the  operating  suite,  also  additional  work  room 
facilities  were  provided. 

New  equipment,  including  four  ranges,  two  bake  ovens, 
broiler,  steam  cooker,  and  a ventilating  system,  was  installed  in 
the  main  kitchen. 

Due  to  the  age  limit  affecting  surgeons  and  physicians  of  the 
hospital.  Dr.  John  H.  Gibbon  and  Dr.  Francis  R.  Packard,  Chiefs 
respectively  of  the  Surgical  and  Laryngological-Otological  services, 
retired  from  the  Medical  Staff,  after  many  years  of  faithful  and 
constructive  service  to  the  hospital.  W e also  regret  the  retirement 
of  Dr.  George  W.  Norris,  Chief  of  Medical  Service  “A,”  from 
active  duty.  In  recognition  of  their  long  association  and  valued 
services  to  the  hospital  these  men  were  appointed  consultants  in 
their  respective  specialties. 

Dr.  Arthur  Newlin  was  elected  president  of  the  Medical  Staff 
to  succeed  Dr.  John  H.  Gibbon,  retired,  and  Dr.  Thomas  McCrae 
was  elected  secretary  to  succeed  Dr.  George  W.  Norris,  retired. 

Information  pertaining  to  operating  expenses  and  income  of 
the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured  will  be  found  on  page  29. 
An  indication  of  services  rendered  by  the  hospital  may  be  realized 
by  referring  to  the  statistical  table  which  immediately  follows  this 
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report.  I commend  to  your  careful  perusal  the  departmental  re- 
ports, which  appear  elsewhere  in  this  volume.  The  reports  in 
abridged  form  present  many  items  of  interest  to  which  I have  not 
alluded. 

I should  like  briefly  to  refer  to  some  of  the  outstanding  facts 
concerning  the  work  of  the  hospital  for  the  year.  These  figures  do 
not  include  the  maternity  department. 

There  were  6,528  patients  treated  in  the  wards  and  private 
rooms,  their  days  treatment  totaling  81,594,  and  the  patients  re- 
mained in  the  hospital  an  average  of  12.5  days.  During  the  year 
the  out-patient  department  treated  21,161  individuals,  who  made 
127,869  visits,  an  average  of  six  visits  per  patient.  There  were 
58,045  visits  to  the  department  for  which  no  charge  was  made,  and 
69,824  visits  for  which  the  hospital  received  part  or  all  of  the 
stipulated  charge.  There  was  a ten  per  cent  increase  in  visits  to 
the  out-patient  department  during  1931,  the  daily  average  number 
of  visits  being  418,  as  compared  with  381  during  the  previous  year. 

The  emergency  or  receiving  department  carried  its  usual  heavy 
load,  there  having  been  a total  of  39,092  persons  treated,  or  one 
every  13  minutes,  day  and  night,  throughout  the  year. 

The  operating  expenses  were  $567,853,  as  compared  with 
$654,156  for  the  year  1930.  Operating  income  decreased  $53,149 
compared  with  1930,  and  the  operating  deficit  for  the  year  was 
$364,502,  compared  with  $414,128  during  the  previous  year.  The 
average  per  capita  cost  of  bed  patients  was  $5.57  for  1931,  as 
against  $6.49  for  1930,  and  the  cost  per  visit  to  the  out-patient 
department  was  88.4c  for  1931,  compared  with  $1.01  in  1930. 
The  department  operating  deficit  of  $364,502  represents  the 
amount  of  charity  work  provided  by  the  hospital. 

To  those  who  have  contributed  in  any  measure  to  the  com- 
fort and  happiness  of  our  patients,  I am  deeply  grateful. 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  all  my  associates  who  have  made  it 
possible  for  the  hospital  to  successfully  negotiate  the  rough  road 
of  adversity  which  the  events  of  the  year  prepared.  Without  their 
hearty  co-operation,  efficient  effort  and  loyal  service,  the  hospital 
could  not  have  functioned. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  I wish  to  express 
my  grateful  appreciation  for  their  support,  confidence  and  con- 
stant interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital.

The  Hospital  is  on  duty  24  hours  a day,  365  days  a year.  During 
1931,  patients  applied  for  emergency  and  ward  care  at  the  rate  of  one 
every  13  minutes;  a patient  was  admitted  to  a ward  or  private  room 
every  83  minutes;  the  out-patient  department  was  visited  every  4 minutes; 
an  ambulance  call  was  answered  every  14  hours,  and  the  police  patrols 
brought  in  a patient  every  4 hours  and  40  minutes;  a surgeon  performed 
an  operation  every  2 hours.

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Report  of  the  Staff 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 
Gentlemen  : 

The  work  of  the  medical  and  surgical  departments  of  the 
hospital  has  proceeded  very  much  as  usual.  There  are  no  par- 
ticularly special  occurrences  to  report.  The  teaching  of  students 
continues  actively  and  they  are  of  undoubted  help  in  the  study  and 
care  of  patients.  Students  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Jefferson  Medical  College  work  both  in  the  wards  and  in  the 
dispensaries.  It  may  be  considered  that  teaching  has  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

The  record  system  by  which  a patient  has  one  history  both  for 
attendance  in  the  wards  and  in  the  dispensary  has  worked  out  very 
well  and  can  be  regarded  as  thoroughly  satisfactory.  The  admin- 
istration of  the  keeping  of  records  in  the  history  room  and  the 
general  supervision  of  the  records  are  well  done. 

There  is  no  particular  comment  to  make  with  regard  to  the 
character  of  disease  as  shown  in  the  hospital  patients  in  the  past 
year.  There  has  been  the  same  wide  variety  of  disease,  but,  as  is 
the  rule  in  this  hospital,  there  is  a large  proportion  of  patients 
with  acute  disease.  There  is  no  question  that  in  the  medical  wards 
we  seem  to  have  an  unusual  number  of  patients  admitted  for  treat- 
ment who  are  desperately  ill.  Perhaps  this  applies  more  particu- 
larly to  pneumonia  than  any  other  single  disease. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  comment  on  the  very  satisfactory  co-opera- 
tion from  the  nursing  side.  This,  of  course,  is  an  essential  part  of 
any  efficient  medical  and  surgical  treatment.  As  has  been  the  rule 
in  the  past,  the  spirit  of  co-operation  in  all  departments  of  the 
hospital  with  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  is  excellent.

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Report  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinics 


To  the  Superintendent : 

During  1931  the  hospital  services  for  ambulatory  patients 
cared  for  176,363  visits,  of  which  14,795  were  in  the  Woman’s 
Building,  33,699  in  the  emergency  ward,  and  127,869  in  the 
out-patient  department.  Even  though  the  visits  increased  10% — - 
from  381  per  day  in  1930  to  418  in  1931,  a total  of  11,474 — there 
was  no  increase  in  the  expense  of  the  department.  The  cost  per 
visit,  including  hospital  overhead,  dropped  from  $1.01  in  1930  to 
88.4  cents  in  1931. 

The  number  of  new  patients  applying  was  about  the  same 
as  for  the  past  two  years,  but  considerably  more  previously  regis- 
tered individuals  returned.  This  fact  and  the  10%  increase  in 
visits  indicates  that  we  are  building  a clientele  of  ambulatory 
patients.  Of  the  127,869  visits,  46%  were  treated  free  of  charge, 
Avhich  is  a good  index  of  the  financial  status  of  the  entire  out- 
patient department  clientele. 

We  have  space  to  care  for  the  increased  attendance  in  all 
quarters  except  the  third  floor,  where  the  medical  clinic  is  located. 
To  properly  examine  and  adequately  treat  the  large  number  of 
medical  clinic  patients  makes  necessary  the  use  of  large  floor  areas 
and  requires  a great  deal  of  the  physicians’  time.  The  medical 
clinics  are  becoming  so  large  that  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to 
refuse  admission  to  some  people. 

During  the  year  we  have  inaugurated  a plan  rvhich  combines 
the  admitting  personnel  of  the  hospital  and  out-patient  depart- 
ment. This  step  greatly  facilitates  and  co-ordinates  the  tvork  inci- 
dental to  investigating  and  properly  placing  the  patients  as  they 
apply  for  treatment  through  the  emergency  or  receiving  depart- 
ment. 

We  have  added  a nurse  anesthetist  to  the  dental  clinic  and  a 
part-time  physiotherapist  to  the  therapy  clinic. 

We  desire  particularly  to  thank  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee for  equipment  provided  the  therapy  and  dental  clinics.  To 
Mrs.  Walter  E.  Lee,  Mrs.  Horace  Jenks  and  Miss  Emily  Darvson, 
for  furnishing  the  food  clinic  room,  we  are  most  grateful,  and  we 
appreciate  the  assistance  of  members  of  the  Junior  League,  who 
have  made  a real  contribution  by  their  work  in  the  clinics  and  their 
management  of  the  lunch  wagon.

Report  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 


To  the  Superintendent : 

T he  Nursing  School  is  composed  of  students  divided  into 
classes  as  follows:  39  seniors,  13  juniors,  42  intermediates,  and  7 
probationers.  In  addition  there  are  25  affiliates,  3 general  duty 
nurses,  2 salaried  attendants,  and  21  in  the  class  for  one  year 
attendant  instruction. 

A policy  of  much  importance  was  adopted  by  the  Hospital 
early  in  the  year.  Allowances  to  student  nurses  were  discontinued, 
effective  September  1,  1931.  The  school  now  requires  acceptable 
applicants  to  deposit  with  the  hospital  $50.00  each  year  to  pur- 
chase uniforms,  text  books,  etc.,  required  during  the  training 
period. 

It  is  hoped  to  establish  a Nursing  School  Endowment  Fund  to 
provide  scholarships,  so  that  worthy  applicants  who  otherwise 
would  be  unable  to  enter  the  school  because  of  limited  finances 
may  procure  nursing  training.  Every  $1,000  added  to  the  fund 
will  provide  a scholarship. 

A three  months’  post-graduate  course  in  obstetrics,  which  pro- 
vides no  remuneration  except  full  maintenance,  was  instituted  dur- 
ing the  year. 

A limited  number  of  student  nurses  from  the  Woman’s  Hos- 
pital of  Philadelphia;  Pennsjdvania  Hospital  for  Mental  and  Nerv- 
ous Diseases;  St.  Christopher’s  Hospital;  Grand  View  Hospital, 
Sellersville,  Pa. ; Ashland  State  Hospital,  Ashland,  Pa.,  and  the 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  of  Philadelphia  have  continued  to  receive 
instruction  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Since  the  report  of  last  year  the  number  of  student  nurses  sent 
to  the  maternity  department  for  obstetrical  instruction  has  in- 
creased from  17  to  24.  The  number  of  students  receiving  pediatric 
experience  at  the  Children’s  Hospital  has  increased  from  7 to  10. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  clinical  amphitheatre  on 
Thursday  evening,  IMay  21,  1931.  Mr.  Arthur  V.  Morton,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Managers,  presided.  A most  interesting  and 
instructive  address  was  delivered  by  Barton  Cooke  Hirst,  A.B., 
i\I.D.,  LL.D.,  Emeritus  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  Medical  School 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology,  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania;  Consultant  Obstetrician  to  the  Maternity  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Diplomas  and  school  pins  were 
presented  by  Mr.  Morton.

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Report  of  the  Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory 


To  the  Superintendent  : 

In  the  abridged  report  of  the  Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory  for 
the  year  ended  November  30,  1931,  statistical  information  and  the 
customary  list  of  publications  will  be  omitted.  The  amount  of 
work  has  not  increased  throughout  the  laboratory  as  in  former 
years;  indeed,  there  has  been  a decrease  in  some  departments, 
notably  in  those  of  general  pathology,  bacteriology  and  chemistry. 
A slight  increase  is  noted,  however,  in  the  number  of  surgical  and 
serological  specimens  and  a striking  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
performed  by  the  laboratory  of  clinical  pathology  in  the  maternity 
department. 

It  has  been  in  the  departments  of  pathology,  bacteriology  and 
chemistry,  where  constant  direct  supervision  exists,  that  advances 
have  been  made  in  routine  studies.  In  the  first,  recent  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  to  study  the  placentas  in  addition  to  the 
post-mortem  examination  of  the  still-born  infant.  In  the  second, 
improvements  have  been  directed  toward  a simplification  of  bac- 
teriological methods.  In  the  third,  several  new  procedures  have 
been  added  to  the  chemical  technique  already  established;  namely, 
a quantitative  estimation  of  small  amounts  of  iron  in  fluids  and 
tissue,  an  analysis  for  the  chloride  content  of  tissues  and  the  blood 
urea  clearance  test. 

The  relations  of  the  laboratory,  especially  in  the  department 
of  pathology,  with  the  instruction  of  medical  students  and  with 
the  neuropathological  laboratory  of  the  Department  for  Mental 
and  Nervous  Diseases  have  continued  as  in  former  years. 

Lack  of  facilities  in  every  department  has  prevented  a greater 
amount  of  research.  In  the  department  of  chemistry,  where  better 
facilities  exist  than  elsewhere,  several  studies  are  being  made;  one 
on  the  physico-chemical  relations  of  water  in  blood  serum  and 
simple  colloids,  another  on  the  determination  of  freezing  points 
of  biological  fluids  by  means  of  a highly  sensitive  thermometer 
designed  for  that  purpose,  and  still  another  on  carbhemoglobin. 
All  of  this  investigative  work  is  being  done  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  John  Herr  Musser  Department  of  Research  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Several  changes  in  personnel  have  occurred.  Dr.  George  J. 
Righter,  resident  pathologist;  Mrs.  Lou  Ann  Long,  assistant  in 
clinical  pathology  to  the  Maternity  Department,  and  Miss  Mar- 
garet McClintock,  assistant  in  bacteriology,  have  resigned.  Their 
respective  positions  have  been  filled  by  Dr.  J.  Headen  Inman,  Miss 
Kathryn  Walk,  and  Miss  Sylvia  Barbour. 

The  director  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  constant  assistance 
of  the  staff  of  the  laboratory  and  hospital,  and  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  managers.

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Report  of  the  Radiological  Department 


To  the  Superintendent : 

In  September  of  this  year  the  radiological  department  staff 
was  augmented  by  a Resident  Interne  in  Roentgenology',  Dr. 
Frank  D.  Ursone,  formerly  of  the  St.  Frances  Hospital  of  Hart- 
ford, Connecticut. 

While  no  outstanding  changes  in  equipment  have  been  made, 
there  have  been  a number  of  minor  changes  in  equipment  and 
technique  to  make  available  the  best  method  of  roentgenological 
procedure.  The  development  of  an  apparatus  to  hold  infants  in 
position  during  examinations  has  solved  a troublesome  problem  and 
effected  uniformly  good  results,  with  distinct  economy  of  films. 

During  this  year  there  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  all  classes 
of  examinations  of  hospital  patients  made  by  the  department.  The 
totals  are  6,863  this  year,  against  7,606  for  the  previous  year. 

The  therapy  division  shows  an  increase — 1,760  treatments 
during  1931,  compared  with  1,610  last  year.  This  increase  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  purchase  of  a newly  developed  X-Ray 
tube  of  capacity  double  that  of  the  old,  the  duration  of  treatment 
now  being  less  than  half. 

The  personnel  of  this  department  is  co-operating  with  the 
heart  clinic,  operating  the  orthodioscopic  machine,  with  which 
fluoroscopic  examinations  of  the  chest  and  measurements  of  the 
exact  size  of  the  heart  are  made.  One  hundred  eighty-two  of  these 
examinations  were  recorded. 

We  continue  to  operate  the  X-Ray  departments  of  the  Insti- 
tute and  the  Department  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Department 


To  the  Superintendent : 

I'he  year  1931  has  been  most  unusual  and  perhaps  unprece- 
dented in  medical  social  work.  Policies  pertaining  to  other  years 
have  been  temporarily  discarded  and  the  social  service  depart- 
ment has  been  compelled  to  meet  problems  and  situations  in  divers 
manners.  Relief  agencies  were  unable  to  meet  the  material  relief 
demands.  The  Lloyd  Committee  on  Unemployment  Relief  pro- 
vided aid  until  its  funds  were  exhausted,  then  there  was  a period 
of  three  months  when  all  relief  from  that  source  was  suspended. 

It  requires  but  little  imagination  to  perceive  how  this  condi- 
tion influences  medical  social  work.  Because  of  insufficient  food, 
inadequate  housing  facilities,  exposure,  illness,  worry,  and  the  re- 
sultant broken  morale,  countless  individuals  appealed  to  us  for 
assistance.  Neither  was  there  time  to  formulate  plans,  nor  ade- 
quate funds  with  which  to  properly  meet  the  general  situation. 
Nevertheless,  every  person  who  applied  for  aid  was  cared  for  tem- 
porarily at  least. 

The  maternity  department  social  work  has  increased  in  vol- 
ume and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  give  more  time  to  pre-natal 
and  post-natal  work.  The  “Baby  Treatment  Clinic”  and  the 
“Well  Baby  Clinic”  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  Out-Patient 
Building,  where  treatment  facilities  are  much  better. 

A total  of  6,677  families  came  under  the  supervision  of  the 
social  service  department  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  There  were 
27,244  consultations  and  10,003  home  visits.  In  addition  there 
were  4,603  ward  patients  investigated.  Special  food  was  supplied 
to  32  patients  and  400  persons  were  given  emergency  relief  through 
the  provision  of  food  and  clothing.  Two  patients  were  admitted 
to  homes  for  elderly  people,  226  received  convalescent  care,  99 
were  provided  with  transportation  to  their  homes,  milk  was  sup- 
plied t6  277  families,  and  eye  glasses  were  given  to  83. 

The  Junior  League,  besides  furnishing  us  with  volunteers  to 
assist  in  the  clinics  in  both  the  out-patient  building  and  the 
maternity  department,  have  assumed  charge  of  the  lunch  wagon, 
their  management  of  which  is  most  satisfactory. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  institution  for  their  encouragement  and 
assistance.  To  the  medical  director  of  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment, and  the  medical  staff  associated  with  us  in  our  work,  we 
wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  their  many  kindnesses  and 
co-operation.  The  Women’s  Auxiliary  has  met  the  increased  de- 
mand for  special  funds  and  the  sub-committee  on  social  service 
has  assisted  in  many  ways.  To  our  friends,  Mr.  Edward  Y. 
Hartshorne  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Minturn  T.  Wright,  w’e  express 
our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  personal  Interest  in  our  work.

Their  staunch  sup- 
port enables  the  committee  to  distribute  happiness  and  pleasure  to 
those  on  whom  fortune  smiles  not  too  often.

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Report  of  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Managers : 

It  has  given  me  great  pleasure  during  the  past  year  to  act  as 
Chairman  of  this  committee,  now  known  as  the  Women’s  Auxil- 
iary Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  instead  of  the 
“Women’s  Auxiliary  of  the  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Ther- 
apy Departments.” 

Because  of  the  economic  depression  IMiss  IMacNeal  and  her 
staff  have  had  more  than  their  share  of  responsibilit}^  Their 
unflinching  attitude  of  service  has  been  a real  inspiration. 

The  Social  Service  Committee  has  met  weekly  with  Miss 
MacNeal  and  her  staff,  to  help  in  an  advisory  capacity.  This  com- 
mittee had  charge  of  the  Child  Health  Week  activities;  the 
research  fund  provided  by  the  Auxiliary  which  created  the  Vari- 
cose Vein  Clinic  now  fully  organized;  some  special  work  completed 
in  March  for  the  Cardiac  Clinic ; and  the  establishment  of  a 
Metabolic  Diet  Kitchen  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  They 
also  sent  to  a special  home  for  their  summer  outings,  cardiac  chil- 
dren unable  to  go  to  regular  camps,  and  arranged  trips  to  River- 
view  Beacb  for  a number  of  others.  Their  usual  Christmas  party 
was  omitted,  food  and  clothing  being  given  instead. 

The  Maternity  Committee  organized  the  Babies’  Alumni 
Fund,  which  provides  the  private  and  semi-private  patients  with 
an  opportunity  to  help  the  less  fortunate  mothers  and  babies. 

Tbe  House  Committee  was  organized  in  October.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Auxiliary  serves  and  inspects  different  sections  of  the 
hospital  with  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses  or  one  of  her  assist- 
ants. 

The  Nurses’  Committee  has  continued  friendly  contact  with 
the  nurses  and  is  hoping  to  establish  scholarships  in  the  near  future. 

Everybody’s  Bargain  Shop  provided  funds  for  the  relief  work. 
The  shop  is  supported  by  contributions  of  second-band  articles  of 
every  description  sent  by  friends  of  the  hospital. 

In  October  tbe  Junior  League  Sub-Committee  assumed  re- 
sponsibility for  the  operation  of  the  lunch  wagon,  which  service  the 
staff  and  patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  greatly  appre- 
ciate. 

Since  the  last  report  Mrs.  Philippus  W.  Miller,  Mrs.  Edward 
B.  Robinette  and  Miss  Louise  Sinnickson  have  resigned  from  the 
committee,  and  Mrs.  Frederick  R.  Robbins  bas  been  elected  to 
m.embership.  IMiss  Charlotte  Cbeston  went  to  Labrador  in  the 
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spring,  and  therefore  is  no  longer  a member  of  the  committee.  The 
membership  at  this  tim.e  is  as  follows:

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  1931  Patients 

The  patients  were  undisturbed  in  their  quarters  for  the  year 
after  the  changes  of  1930.  The  men  felt  the  loss  of  their  gym- 
nasium, but  gained  in  the  use  of  the  Mansion  as  a clubhouse  and 
by  the  better  outdoor  space  for  athletics. 

The  continuing  financial  depression  is  probably  the  cause  of 
the  low  number  of  admissions,  265,  being  the  smallest  number 
since  1921.  The  usual  percentage  (62%)  were  voluntary.  Of 
263  patients  discharged,  37  were  fully  recovered  and  82  were  con- 
sidered well  enough  to  maintain  themselves  in  the  community.  In 
addition,  42  patients  were  discharged  improved  and  10  others  were 
discharged  whose  degree  of  recovery  could  not  be  stated. 

At  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  downtown  there  were  713  new 
patients,  and  at  the  Pay  and  Consultation  Clinics  65  new  patients. 

Treatment  and  Research : Diagnosis 

The  major  consideration  during  the  year  has  been  a study  by 
tbe  Staff  of  the  chemical  and  psychoanalytic  approaches  to  treat- 
ment. The  results  of  prolonged  narcosis  by  different  drugs  has 
continued  to  be  surprisingly  good.  On  the  other  hand,  the  study 
of  psychoanalysis  by  physicians  and  nurses  has  offered  explanations 
of  patients’  behavior  not  otherwise  obtainable. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  during  the  year  newspaper  statements 
of  cures  either  by  chemical  means  or  by  psychoanalysis  have  been 
so  phrased  as  to  arouse  false  hopes  in  the  families  of  psychotic 
patients.  These  statements  have  taken  for  granted  that  there  is  a 
royal  road  to  cures  and  have  ignored  the  fact  that  these  new, 
rather  experimental  methods  have  been  tested  and  are  being  tested 
in  many  well-controlled  hospitals  in  Europe  and  America.  For 
the  second  time  a list  of  diagnoses  is  published.  As  compared  to 
State  hospitals  our  percentages  are  much  higher  in  the  milder  and 
borderline  forms  (psychoneuroses  and  undiagnosed  psychoses)  and 
much  lower  in  the  old  age  groups.

The  dentist  continued  his  prophylactic  work,  made  examina- 
tions, and  took  histories  in  221  cases.  Examinations  were  often 
completed  by  X-ray  studies  and  were  followed  by  appropriate 
treatment. 

Occupational  Therapy,  Recreation 

A staff  of  five  teachers  and  two  assistants  in  Occupational 
Therapy  has  spent  an  average  of  five  years  in  our  own  service  and 
is  bringing  its  invaluable  experience  either  directly  to  the  patients 
or  indirectly  through  the  nurses.  Both  studio  activities  and  gar- 
dening have  been  taught.  Cash  receipts  from  sales  in  this  De- 
partment were  $957.00. 

For  five  months  weekly  classes  in  rhythmic  dancing  were  held. 
Picnics  were  arranged  during  the  summer  and  tea  and  birthday 
parties  throughout  the  year. 


Music 

The  music  teacher  conducted  classes  in  ward  singing  and  a 
mixed  chorus  which  gave  an  operetta — “The  Princess  of  Poppy- 
land”  very  successfully.  Several  musical  programs  and  short  plays 
were  put  on  by  the  patients.  The  teacher  gave  individual  vocal 
and  piano  lessons  and  specialized  in  duet  playing  with  patients  who 
needed  help  in  concentration. 

The  IVIatinee  Musical  Club  gave  much  appreciated  concerts 
from  October  to  May. 
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Physio-Therapy 

The  number  of  treatments  in  hydro-therapy,  massage,  electric 
and  light  therapy  has  about  doubled  over  the  number  for  last  year, 
as  414  patients  received  15,459  treatments. 


Staff  Changes 

During  the  )ear  Dr.  Charles  C.  Rowley  resigned  to  accept 
an  important  post  in  Illinois.  Dr.  Albert  J.  Leader  resigned  to 
finish  an  interneship  in  New  York.  The  vacant  places  resulting 
were  filled  by  Dr.  Harry  IM.  Little  who  has  had  considerable  ex- 
perience after  graduating  from  the  University  of  Texas  and  Dr. 
Giles  W.  Thomas  who  came  from  Harvard  University  and  the 
^Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  During  the  year  short  services 
as  internes  were  served  by  Dr.  William  Test,  Dr.  George  Mackie, 
Dr.  Norman  Shumway  and  Dr.  Alberta  Jenkins. 

Number  of  Patients 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  199  patients  in  resi- 
dence and  30  on  visit.  Admissions  totalled  265.  Three  patients 
returned  from  visit  and  the  total  number  under  treatment  was  467. 
During  the  year  263  patients  were  discharged  and  13  died  leaving 
at  the  end  of  the  year  179  patients  in  the  hospital  and  39  on  visit. 
The  daily  average  number  in  the  hospital  for  the  year  was  193.8. 

Of  the  admitted  patients  84%  had  residence  in  Pennsylvania 
and  43%  in  Philadelphia.  Three  patients  were  under  15  years  of 
age  and  seven  patients  were  over  70  years  of  age  when  admitted. 
The  duration  of  the  illness  before  admission  was  less  than  a month 
in  44  cases  and  more  than  a year  in  40  instances. 


The  Nurses’  Training  School 

This  year  40  Post-graduate  and  14  affiliating  nurses  have  com- 
pleted psychiatric  courses.  At  the  graduation  exercises  6 women 
and  8 men  received  their  diplomas  in  the  three-year  course.  The 
address  was  given  by  Dr.  Ross  Chapman  of  the  Sheppard  and 
Enoch  Pratt  Hospital  at  Torvson,  Maryland. 


Laboratory  Statistics 

The  following  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  laboratory’s  place 
in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  All  but  two  of  the  histological  studies 
of  the  central  nervous  system  were  made  for  the  General  Hospital. 
During  the  year  detailed  studies  were  made  which  will  be  reported 
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to  the  American  Neurological  Association  in  1932  by  Dr.  Bernard 
J.  Alpers  and  Dr.  Webb  Haymaker.

Financial  Statement 

The  operating  deficit  for  the  year  ended  November  30,  1931, 
was  $73,790.30  for  both  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Departments. 
This  is  in  contrast  to  the  deficit  for  1930,  a year  of  many  changes, 
of  $104,434.00.  Endowment  income  of  $19,632.57  reduced  this 
to  a net  deficit  of  $54,157.73.  The  deficit  estimated  for  the  bud- 
get was  $35,000.00.  Much  of  the  difficulty  in  meeting  the  budget 
figures  came  in  the  last  months  of  the  year  when  the  general  finan- 
cial depression  not  only  cut  down  the  total  number  of  patients  but 
resulted  in  the  writing  off  of  $7,300.00  in  bad  debts. 

For  the  Department  the  average  income  per  patient  per  week 
was  $44.57  and  the  average  expenses  were  $46.01,  a loss  on  each 
patient  of  $1.44  per  week. 

The  business  office  has  worked  out  a separation  of  the  De- 
partment and  Institute  accounts  which  appears  in  the  Treasurer’s 
budget.  For  all  of  the  West  Philadelphia  work  there  is  only 
about  $20,000.00  a year  coming  in  from  invested  funds  to  reduce 
the  operating  deficit. 


Acknowledgments 
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activities  of  the  Department  I appreciate  the  co-operation  of  Staff 
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and  Managers  which  has  allowed  the  treatment  of  patients  to  go 
on  with  so  little  change.  It  is  more  clear  than  ever  that  larger 
endowment  would  allow  the  blows  of  misfortune  to  be  mitigated 
for  many  who  are  now  suffering  more  than  they  should  be  called 
upon  to  bear.

To  the  Physician-iti-Chief  and  Administrator: 

The  Neuro-Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic  has  had  an  active 
year,  especially  during  the  latter  part,  when  the  attendance  ap- 
peared to  increase. 

Forty-four  organizations  appealed  to  it  for  advice  and  treat- 
ment and  to  most  of  these  appeals  we  were  able  to  respond  help- 
fully. One  hundred  and  forty-one  patients  came  of  their  own 
initiative.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  period  of  financial  de- 
pression, how  often  the  physician  was  unable  to  prescribe  the 
effectual  remedy,  viz.,  a job,  because  it  could  not  be  obtained  in 
the  market. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  proportional  num- 
ber of  cases  in  the  field  of  organic  neurology.  One  of  the  most 
difficult  and  often  unsatisfactory  problems  the  clinic  is  called  upon 
to  meet,  is  the  behavior  disorders  of  children.  This  is  so  fre- 
quently dependent,  in  large  part  at  least,  on  environmental  factors 
that  the  need  of  a special  physician,  with  additional  social  service 
assistance  seems  to  be  strongly  indicated. 

It  is  fitting  to  mention  here  the  passing  of  Dr.  George  1. 
MacLeod,  last  summer.  We  miss  his  most  faithful  services  to  the 
Clinic,  rendered  cheerfully  over  a period  of  several  years,  and 
grateful  patients  are  still  coming  to  the  Clinic  telling  of  benefits 
received  from  his  skill  and  helpful  si'mpathy.

The  completion  of  the  course  by  six  nurses  who  received 
diplomas  on  April  17,  1931,  leaves  two  three-year  students  in  the 
School  who  will  complete  the  course  in  the  coming  year  and  close 
the  three-year  school  for  women  at  this  department.  Since  our 
decision  to  take  this  step  the  increasing  evidence  of  the  need  to 
limit  the  output  of  graduate  nurses  has  confirmed  our  conviction 
that  this  is  the  more  constructive  policy  to  adopt  at  the  present 
time. 

The  requests  for  affiliations  for  General  Hospital  students  are 
increasing  in  number.  At  present  six  schools  are  sending  students 
giving  us  a daily  average  of  ten  students  during  the  school  year. 
Sixteen  students  completed  the  affiliate  course  this  year. 

For  Post  Graduate  work  we  received  between  two  and  three 
hundred  applications.  Our  capacity  permitted  us  to  accept  forty 
students.  All  of  this  number  completed  the  course  and  it  has  given 
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US  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  recommend  several  of  them  for 
positions  in  the  psychiatric  field  where  they  have  been  accepted 
and  are  giving  satisfactory  service. 

The  increasing  demand  for  affiliations  and  the  great  number 
of  graduate  nurses  asking  for  post-graduate  work  compel  us  to 
consider  a complete  change  of  plan  for  our  post-graduate  course 
in  the  near  future. 

The  prompt  response  of  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  and 
others  called  on  for  lectures  and  classes  has  been  very  gratifying 
and  is  very  much  appreciated.  We  are  indebted  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Bryant  of  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  her  valuable  services  in  conducting  the 
classes  on  Psychiatric  Social  Service  Work.

Report  of  the  Institute 

1 1 1 North  49th  Street,  West  Philadelphia 


To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  extension  of  Psychiatry  into  the  lives  of  every-day  people 
and  especially  into  schools  and  colleges  has  advanced  during  the 
year  although  it  has  been  continually  hampered  by  lack  of  money. 
In  the  Clinic  during  the  year  ended  November  30,  1931,  196  pa- 
tients vi^ere  accepted  for  treatment.  Of  these  86  had  one  interview 
only  and  apparently  one  interview  was  often  sufficient  to  help  the 
patient  in  the  management  of  the  problem  for  which  he  had  come. 
In  56  cases  there  were  10  or  more  interviews.  Of  those  accepted 
24%  were  referred  by  physicians,  30%  by  hospitals  or  social 
agencies  and  46%  by  friends  or  relatives  or  some  printed  state- 
ment. 

Of  1,936  clinic  hours  given  to  these  patients  44%  were  de- 
voted to  patients  of  moderate  means.  In  these  cases  the  charges 
for  the  first  visit  were  placed  either  at  $10.00  or  $5.00  and  the 
charges  for  return  visits  were  placed  at  either  $3.00  or  $1.00.  Of 
the  remaining  hours  34%  were  charged  at  the  so-called  minimum 
rate  of  $1.00  for  the  first  visit  and  fifty  cents  for  return  visits,  and 
the  remaining  22%  of  the  hours  were  given  to  free  patients. 

In  working  out  the  actual  cost  of  treating  certain  patients 
and  in  establishing  rates  which  shall  not  on  the  one  side  include 
charity  or  on  the  other  side  any  contribution  to  research  or  to  the 
cost  of  poor  patients,  we  have  been  helped  by  the  expert  advice  of 
the  officers  of  the  Rosenwald  Fund. 

The  problems  faced  during  the  year  have  not  varied  from  our 
preliminary  expectations.  There  are  apparently  many  patients 
who  can  maintain  their  positions  in  the  family  and  at  work  and 
at  the  same  time  try  to  gain  more  happiness  and  freedom  than  their 
present  emotional  attitudes  allow. 

During  the  year  in  addition  124  patients  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Institute.  In  many  of  these  patients  there  have  been  decided 
physical  illnesses  which  have  needed  appropriate  treatment.  Some 
patients  have  come  for  the  relief  of  fatigue  only. 

In  the  Franklin  School  the  Matron  has  continued  in  charge 
assisted  by  men  and  women  who  have  been  part-time  students  in 
Philadelphia  colleges.  The  training  of  one  of  these  assistants  in 
playground  and  arts  and  craft  work  has  allowed  him  to  be  of  great 
assistance  with  the  teaching.  Four  boys  have  attended  the  public 
schools  nearby  where  they  have  found  the  greatest  interest  and 
understanding  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  A great  number  of 
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applications  during  the  year  has  allowed  the  children  to  be  selected 
at  a younger  age  and  from  homes  which  seemed  to  show  that  they 
may  carry  on  the  work  where  the  school  leaves  off.  During  the 
year  22  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  school. 

Of  the  18  children  now  in  school  16  have  definite  appoint- 
ments with  one  of  the  Staff  psychiatrists  from  one  to  five  hours 
a week  in  which  time  an  effort  is  made  to  get  at  some  of  the  funda- 
mental emotional  disturbances.  This  attempt  has  been  greatly 
helped  by  the  addition  of  Dr.  Ruth  Burr,  who  brings  to  us  a most 
unusual  and  comprehensive  experience  with  children,  for  full  time 
work  with  the  School.  Weekly  conferences  are  held,  attended 
always  by  the  Staff  of  the  School  and  the  Institute  physicians,  and 
twice  a month  by  the  Staff  of  the  Philadelphia  Child  Guidance 
Clinic. 

Discharges  from  the  School  have  been  delayed  this  fall  because 
of  the  poor  economic  conditions  to  which  some  of  the  children 
would  have  to  return.  Preparations  for  return  home  will  in  the 
future  be  made  by  a social  worker  who  will  also  review  the  work 
of  the  School  from  its  beginning  and  follow  up  all  the  children  who 
have  been  admitted  during  its  six  years’  existence. 

The  generosity  of  the  Commonwealth  Fund  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  extend  the  life  of  the  School  to  the  summer  of  1933,  and 
to  employ  a social  service  worker.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  funds 
will  be  available  by  that  time  to  continue  the  work  of  the  School 
in  caring  for  children  who  fit  nowhere  else. 

A fundamental  undertaking  was  begun  on  October  1st  by 
bringing  to  the  Institute  for  a year  a psychoanalyst  from  Vienna. 
Dr.  Herman  Nunberg  after  a thorough  training  under  Dr.  Bleuler 
in  Zurich  in  Psychiatry  began  a long  career  in  Psychoanalysis 
under  the  direct  inspiration  of  Dr.  Freud.  His  thorough  training 
and  distinguished  reputation  caused  the  Staff  of  the  Institute  to 
guarantee  him  work  in  Philadelphia  in  return  for  lectures,  con- 
ferences and  advice  in  the  general  work  of  the  new  undertaking. 
The  benefits  of  this  experiment  can  already  be  seen  in  part,  but 
an  evaluation  of  the  whole  matter  as  it  affects  the  Institute  will  be 
possible  only  after  the  completion  of  the  analyses  of  several  phy- 
sicians some  of  whom  are  connected  with  the  Institute  and  some  of 
whom  are  close  friends.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  there  have 
been  few  opportunities  for  analyses  to  be  tried  out  under  general 
psychiatric  auspices.  In  view  of  the  importance  which  it  has  come 
to  play  in  the  thoughts  of  so  many  people  it  seems  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Institute  staff  to  have  a first-hand  knowledge  of  it. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Edward  A.  Strecker  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor of  Psychiatry  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Dr.  Lauren 
Smith  returned  from  a six  months’  course  of  study  in  Zurich  in 
March  in  which  month  Dr.  N.  C.  LaMar  left  for  similar  work 
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in  Vienna.  Dr.  Edward  Westburgh  of  the  Psychological  staff 
left  for  Edinburgh  in  September  to  study  for  a year  and  a half. 
Dr.  George  P.  Carl  came  to  us  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  with  which  he  was  associated  to  take  Dr.  Westburgh’s 
place  in  his  absence.  Dr.  Carl  has  been  connected  with  the 
Psycho-Educational  Clinic  at  Harvard  University  and  was  at  one 
time  Research  Director  in  Special  Education  in  the  Public  Schools 
at  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

It  was  with  great  pleasure  that  in  October  three  rooms  on 
the  ground  floor  of  the  Institute  were  rented  to  the  Parents’ 
Council,  an  organization  which  in  many  ways  has  been  attempting 
to  do  by  the  group  method  what  the  Institute  has  been  attempting 
individually.  The  large  library  of  the  Parents’  Council  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Institute  and  it  is  apparent  that  there 
will  be  many  aims  common  to  both  organizations. 

There  is  great  danger  that  the  growth  of  the  new  work  which 
is  contemplated  may  be  checked  by  lack  of  funds.  At  present  no 
money  is  available  to  meet  the  requests  of  many  individuals,  many 
colleges  and  schools,  in  the  spirit  that  they  deserve.  There  is  great 
need  of  a critical  and  planned  study  of  the  different  methods  of 
treatment  now  in  use  in  different  parts  of  this  country.  Endow- 
ment for  the  next  five  years  would  permit  the  more  experienced 
psychiatrists  to  give  their  time  to  organizing  research,  would  allow 
the  younger  physicians  to  be  assigned  to  the  most  promising  leads 
without  the  need  of  supporting  themselves,  would  permit  the  re- 
ception of  free  and  low  rate  patients,  and  would  expand  the  teach- 
ing facilities  for  medical  students.

For  the  payment  of  board,  and  removal  of  patient  when  dis- 
charged, security  is  always  required  from  responsible  residents  of 
Pennsylvania.  Payment  of  board  is  to  be  made  monthly  in 
advance.
